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BY THE GENERAL PRISONS BOARD FOR IRELAND. 


In pursuance of “The General Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1877,” the General 
Prisons Board for Ireland hereby make the following rule for the government of 
Ordinary Prisons : — 

In the case of any prisoner sentenced to imprisonment without hard labour, 
whose previous character is good, and who has been committed to prison for an 
offence not involving dishonesty, cruelty, indecency, or serious violence, the 
General Prisons Board may allow such amelioration of the conditions pre- 
scribed in the rules for the government of Ordinary Prisons in Ireland as the 
Lord Lieutenant may approve : 

Provided that no such amelioration shall be greater than that granted 
under the rules for Misdemeanants of the First Division. 

Made and executed this 24th day of October, 1910, by the General Prisons 
Board for Ireland.
